Area Could Solve Sanitary Line,

A proposal under which Gran- 
ite City may be able to. build 
its $15.3 million secondary sew- 
age system at virtually no cost 
to the city was outlined to city 
council members Monday nighi, 
but was met, for the time being 
at least, by a cool reception. 

For more than an hour, offi- 
cials of the four Quad-City 
area townships—Granite City, 
Nameoki, Venice and Chouteau 
—pointed out to Granite City 
aldermen the potential advant- 
ages of a cooperative plan in 
which the townships outside 
Granite City would build their 
own lateral sewers and then 
“buy. our sewage treatment”

from Granite City ‘by. hooking 
into Granite City’s treatment 
system. 

The plan, town officials 
said, is of vital importance 
to the township area sewer 
program. Unless Granite 
City will permit the town- 
ships to use Granite City’s 
treatment facilities on a 
fee basis, ‘construction of 
another treatment plant to 
serve the township area 
would be necessary. 

In such case, it was point- 
ed out, it is possible the 
federal and state govern- 
ments would balk at ap- 
proving grants for duplicate 
facilities. 


prior to the regular council ses- 
sion, aldermen heard details of 
two separate engineering plans 
providing sanitary sewers for 
outlying areas ‘of Nameoki, 
Venice and Chouteau townships. 
Either plan provides for 
a system of, sewer rental 
fees from the three town- 
ships that would, over a 
period of time, repay Gran- 
ite City for its initial “local 
share” outlay necessary for 
construction of Granite 
City’s secondary sewage 
treatment plant and the 
interceptor sewers which 
must be built within the 
city. 
While representatives of all 


phasized a willingness to pay 
“premium” rental fees for use 
of Granite City treatment fa- 
cilities, with the understanding 
that the city of Granite City 
could collect such fees on a 
“profit” basis, some members 
of the council fired questions at 
the engineers and town officials 
that indicated they are not yet 
ready to give a go-ahead to a 
cooperative, areawide program. 

Representatives of the town- 
ship group told the aldermen 
that their people in Nameoki, 
Venice and Chouteau township 
would be willing to pay a sew- 
er rental fee, in return for 
treatment of their sewage flow 
through the Granite City treat-

Treatment Needs at Little Cost 


than sufficient to repay Gran- 
ite City for its 20% local share 
necessary for Granite City’s 
entire anti-water pollution pro- 
gram. 

The issue grows out of in- 
creased pressure from the IIli- 
nois Environmental Protection 
Agency for development of sec- 
ondary sewage treatment faci 
ities by cities along the Missis- 
sippi River. Substantial state 
and federal funds have been 
provided to speed up construc- 
tion of secondary sewage treat- 
ment facilities and specific re- 
quirements have been estab- 
lished. 

Granite City is required 
under the Illinois anti-pollu- 
tion program to complete 


construction of a seco: 
sewage treatment plant 
with interceptor sewers by 
Dec. 31, 1973. The city, as 
a result, has retained the 
M.W. Engineering - Archi- 
tects, Inc., with offices in 
-St. Louis, to handle its plan- 
ning, complete the required 
preliminary reports and 
prepare applications for 
state and federal grants. 
Other provisions of federal 
and state programs provide 
that‘ unincorporated areas of 
any county may join in a co- 
operative program involving 
one or any number of town- 
ships to provide sewerage and 
sewage treatment. Such pro- 
grams in Illinois are sponsored 


by the county boards of super- 
visors. 

Authorized Township, Plan 

As a result, the Madison 
county board nearly two years 
ago authorized the first such 
county project for Granite City, 
Nameoki, Venice and Chouteau 
townships which, because they 
bordered Granite City, could 
tie in with treatment facilities 
provided by Granite City. The 
supervisors of the four town- 
ships were named to a special 
committee to develop a project 
for sewering Nameoki, Venice 
and Chouteau townships. 

Granite City township is not 
affected by the actual sewer 
planning since its boundaries 
are contiguous to the city of 


Granite City. However, the 
township government is a part 
of the ‘combined township’s 
area program to develop the 
sewer program. Granite City 
township, like Nameoki, Venice 
and Chouteau, appropriated $8,- 
000 a year ago to make up a 
total $32,000 fund to finance en- 
gineering plans, The township 
group retained the engineering 
firm of Sheppard, Morgan & 
Schwaab of Granite City for its 
planning. 

Against this background, the 
present sewage treatment pic- 
ture is as follows: 

The city of Granite City,

Granite City’s Diamond Jubilee will be celebrated 
Aug. 21-28. This is the 17th in a series on local history. 
The 16th article described the 1903 flood. 


Following the incorporation 
on Jan. 4, 1904, of the St. Louis, 
Granite City & Alton Traction 
Co., the railroad built its yards, 
offices and powerhouse in 
Granite City. 

On March 21, 1905, the City 
Council granted a franchise to 
the Illinois Traction Company 
(McKinley System), which con- 
trolled 500 miles of electric 
railways. 

The franchise provided that 
Granite City was to be “the 
terminus of the railway until 
such time as they shall enter 
East St. Louis or St. Louis.’” 

This stipulation was said ‘to

Between 1905 and 1915, 
enrollment in Granite City 
schools rose from 990 to 
2,223. Three schools — the 
Logan, McKinley and Gran- 
ite City High School—were 
built within the same peri- 
od, and the Webster School 
was acquired through an- 
nexation, 

Erected in 1907, the Mc- 
Kinley School housed high 
school students until com- 
pletion of the Granite City 
High School in April 1914. 
The Rev. Milton E. Page or- 

ganized a Presbyterian congre- 
gation on April 15, 1906. Three 
churches were built that year, 
Central Christian Church, St. 
Bartholomew's Episcopal 
Church and the Dewey Avenue 
Methodist Episcopal Church. 
The basement of- the First 
Presbyterian Church was com- 
pleted in 1907 and services were 
held there until an upper story 
was added in 1915. A Bulgarian 
Orthodox Church was built in 
Hungary Hollow in 1911. 
Increased production of the 
steel mills and 
stamping works, plus the open- 
ing of the Corn Products Refin- 
ing Plant, drew hundreds of

No-Tax School 


Referendum in 
July Studied

The Wein tract of land at 
Maryville and Nameoki Roads 
is expected to be utilized for a 
second high school rather than 
an elementary school and jun- 
ior high school. Voters are to 
be asked to approve the plan at 
a “free” referendum in July. 

The Granite City District 
Nine board of education indi- 
cated at its regular meeting 
Monday night that the board 
and most area residents sup- 
port the high school proposal 
rather than the previous.iplan 

A special board mecting wa 
set for Monday, June 14, to dis- 
cuss the proposal and to set a 
date for the referendum. 

Under the proposal, the $ 
600,000 .bond money available 
under a previous bond issue 
would be combined with funds 
from a present four cent spe- 
cial education construction tax 
rate and with state funds for 
special education rooms to 
provide $3,859,000 for construc- 
tion, planning and equipment 
for a second high school. 

‘Not Cost a Cent More’ 

The refprendum is necessary 
to shift the four-cent rate to the 
new plan. 

B. J. Davis, superintendent, 
told the board members, “I see 
no reason why the public would 
not approve this when it is ex- 
plained that it will not cost 
them a cent more, only the 
four-cent rate that is presently 
being collected.” 

Supt. Davis said enrollment 
trends have clearly indicated 
that the second high school 
plan is far more feasible than 
the elementary junior high 
plan. 

The high school that could be 
built with the $3,859,000 would 
be lacking in some physical ed- 
ucation and music facilities 
temporarily until funds would 


become available to build full 
facilities. 

A steel gymnasium in the 
new school would be converted 
into a girls’ gym and a new 
boys’ gym would be constructed 
in the future, under the plan. 

Music Addition Later 

No special music room would 
be included in the new building 
but could be added at minimal 
cost in the future. 

Estimates of the cost of the 
building range from $3,496,860 
for construction in architect's 
figures to $3,238,750 as the dis- 
trict's estimated construction 
cost, Also included in the total 
cost are $150,000 for equipment 
and $211,250 architectural fees. 

An_ estimated $168,000 from 
the four-cent rate collected in 
1971 and 1972 could be added to 
the $3,600,000 bond issue monies 
for a total of $3,768,000 toward 
the building's cost, with the re- 
maining $91,000 available from 
the state. 

Board support for the high 
school plan came after a re- 
districting committee reported 
reactions from parent groups

School Board Names Representatives to 
New Alton Vocational Training Program 


George Moore Sr., 
City District 9 board of educa- 
tion secretary, was chosen as a 
board member of the Alton 
Area’ Vocational School, and 
M. A. Wittevrongel, adminis- 
trative assistant-vocational and 
adult education, was appointed 
administrative representative to 
the program by the Granite 
City School board Monday 
night 

The Alton District has passed 
a bond issue to construct a $5.5 
million, _ two-building, — facility 
which should be operable in 
September 1974. Moore told the 
Granite City board he attended 
the first vocational school meet- 
ing Wednesday night and said 
that the proposed facility would 
be available for use by the 
Granite City district on a per 
pupil tuition cost. 
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As many as 429 pupils from 
the Granite City district could 
attend the facility at one time. 
Tuition and transportation for 
the students would be paid by 
the « district. Transportation 
costs would be reimbursable by 
the state up to 80% of the total. 

The Alton bond issue provides 
$2.5 million of the cost of the 

ty. The state is expected 
to fund the remaining $3 mil- 
lion. 

Operated by Alton 

The school would be operated 
by the Alton district and par- 
ticipating districts would have 
ne authority on hiring of teach- 
ers or other “administrative 
matters, Suggestions of the ad- 
visory committee would be 
used to help the administration 
in its duties. 

In other -business the board 
granted approval of a $36,784 
project for an “Open Air® de- 
velopmental project for gifted 


children at the Schaefer site 
elementary school. 

The state Advisory Council on 
the Education of Gifted Chil- 
dren approved the project May 
18, pending passage of state 
legislation funding the Gifted 
Program Developmental Sec- 
tion for another year and ap- 
proving the project budget. 

The maximum estimated cost 
to the district would be $9,324, 

whi would include the excess 
of a  director’s salary over 
$12,000 and the salaries for a 
teacher-research team over 
$6,800, If secretarial services 
were required, the state would 
pay up to $4,500 toward that 
expense. The state’s total share 
would be $27,460, or about 
three-fourths of the cost of the 
program. 

The board also created the 
one-year position “Director of 
the Deveolpmental Grant,” a 
position which will be filled this

month. The person appointed to 
the position will serve from 
July 1, 1971, to June 30, 1972, 
and then become the building 
principal of the new elementary 
school. 

The board also approved the 
filing of Affidavit of Obligation 
of Local Funds forms for math 
and -reading learning center 
proposals. The affidvaits indi- 
cate that local funds for the 
district’s share of the project 
cost are available and will be 
obligated to the program dur- 
ing the current fiscal year. 

A total of $2,006 for the math 
learning center was approved 
unchanged, but the request for 
$11,973 for the reading center 
was reduced by the state to 
$7,852 by - deducting furniture 
items which were not eligible 
under the grant.

‘The township: group, on the 
other hand, plans to build lat- 
eral sewers to serve the more 
heavily populated areas of Na- 
meoki, Venice and Chouteau 
townships, with interceptor 
lines that could be built to the 
Granite City limits and hook in 
with Granite City interceptors 
that would carry the sewage to 
the | present treatment plant 
and, later, through the second- 
ary plant after it is completed. 

Unless the township sew- 
er lines were allowed to 
tie in with Granite City 
treatment facilities, the 
township plan would require 
the construction of separate 
sewage treatment facilities. 
This would require a sub- 
stantial increase in cost 
and, as was pointed out in 
the meeting Monday night, 
undoubtedly would result in 
refusal of the federal and 
state governments to grant 
funds for duplicate facili- 
ties. 

Purpose of Monday night's 
meeting by the township offi- 
| with’ city council mem- 
bers was to obtain city approv- 
al of a “letter of intent” of the 
city’s willingness to cooperate 
with the townships in develop- 
ment of an areawide program. 

Such letter of intent is r 
quired by the East-West Gate- 
way Coordinating Council to 
clear the way for more ad- 
vanced planning of the town- 
ship program. 

Representing the townships at 
the Monday meeting were Nel- 
son Hagnauer, Supervisor of 
Granite City township; Arthur 
W. “Cooper” Moore, supervisor 
of Venice township; Louis Whit- 
sell, supervisor of Nameoki 
township; Walter Sparks, su- 
pervisor of Chouteau township; 
Harold Landolt of Alhambra, 
chairman of the county board; 
William Schooley, attorney for 
the township group, and Ed- 
ward Juneau of the Sheppard, 
Morgan & Schwaab engineering 
firm 

Thirteen of the 14 Granite City 
aldermen attended. Only absen- 
tee was Paul Schuler who in- 
formed the city clerk he could 
not be present because of a 
death the family. 

Engineer Explains Plan 
Ray C. Haller, vice-president 

of the M.W. engineering firm, 
representing Granite City, ex- 
plained details of a plan under 
which the city would sponsor 
construction of interceptor lines 
outside the city boundaries to 
connect with laterals built by 
the townsips. He said that un- 
der the overall Development 
Program of Granite City pre- 
pared by the Southwestern Illi- 
nois Metropolitan Area Plan- 
ning Commission, Granite City 
may extend its services up to 
a mile and a half outside its 
limits. 

Haller favored the town- 
ship connection with Gran- 
ite City treatment facilities, 
pointing. out that sewage 
treatment facilities must be 
planned in the future to 
take into account eventual 
growth of the area. He told 
the meeting that present 
planning indicates the 
boundaries of Granite City 
eventually will extend to In- 
terstate 270 and Route 111 
“which are natural bound- 
aries for expansion.”

Haller said the fees that 
would be paid by sewer’ users 
in the three outlying townships 
eventually would offset the 
amount of the city’s local share 
of its own program and there- 
by provide the Granite’ City 
program without charge to the 
city. 

Under present planning, the 
city is anticipating 50% of the 
cost of its secondary sewage 
treatment program to be fi- 
nanced by federal: grants, with 
an additional 30% coming from 
the state’s $750 million’ bond is- 
sue approved: by referendum 
last November. This would 
leave a 20%—or about $3 mil- 
lion—local share to be financed 
by the city. 

“Paint a Pretty Picture” 

Alderman Walter Nonn inter- 
rupted Haller with the remark 
that “you paint a pretty pic- 
ture about how the people 
would get a break with some- 
one picking up the cost... 
but there’s a lot of questions to 


be answered. You'd never sell 
this’ idea in my area.” 

Nonn asked Haller if the sew- 
er program would take care of 
the water discharge from Gran- 
ite City Steel Co. (65 million 
gallons daily now going into 
Horseshoe Lake). Haller re- 
plied that industrial accommo- 
dations cannot be included in 
planning city sewer programs 
since “the federal government 
will not grant: funds to take 
care of industrial problems.” 

Then: what are you going to 
tell Granite City Steel Co. who 
can’t come into the _ picture, 
when you are ‘serving people 
outside of the city?” Nonn 
asked. “After all, Granite City 
Steel is in the city,” he added. 

Alderman Steve Basarich 
asked why the territory outside 
the city “can’t be annexed and 
become a part of the city.” 

He added that ‘‘there's not 
much incentive for Granite City 
to grow any more.” 

Juneau, representing the 
townships as engineer, ex- 
explained that the  town- 
ships, in contrast to the 
M.W. engineering plan call- 
ing for Granite City con- 
struction of interceptor 
lines to points well outside 
the cily limits, are willing 
to finance construction of 
all laterals and interceptor 
lines to ‘the Granite City 
limits. 

“This would reduce con- 
siderably the cost of inter- 
ceptor lines now planned by 
the city,” Juneau said. He 
.pointed out that the plan 
for construction of the town- 
ship sewers, like that for 
Granite City’s treatment 
plant, would be eligible for 
federal and state grants. 
Nonn asked Juneau: 

“What do you think would be 
a fair rental fee (for those 
sewer users outside Granite 
City)? We know that the 90- 
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cent fee (paid by Granite City 
users) is out the window.” 


Pay Premium Rental 


“The county (township plan) 
would expect to pay a premium 
rate because they are outside 
the city,” Juneau replied. 

“Then Venice and Madison 
(cities) should have come into 
Granite City a long time ago,” 
Nonn replied. 

Sparks told the meeting, in 
further response to Nonn’s 
question: 

“Yhat we would consider a 
fair rental (for residents in the 
townships) would be based on 
an overall cost based on what 
we would have had to pay if 
we had to build our own treat- 
ment plant. We realize we 
would have a higher bill than 
you because we wouldn’t have 
our own plant. Such a fee would 
have to be negotiated.” 

Schooley explained that the 
immediate problem was a let- 
ter of intent from the city in- 
dicating the city is willing to 
consider use of the treatment 
plant for township sewage dis- 
posal. He explained such a let- 
ter if intent was not binding 
and that it would indicate only 
that the city was willing to 
“sit down and work out an 
agreement.” 

‘As the discussion appeared to 
produce little affirmative re- 
action by a majority of the 
council, Juneau said: 

“If Granite City should 
decide not to sell us treat- 
ment, we must plan our 
own program and there nec- 
essarily would have to be 
two treatment plants. I am 
sure that the government 
(state and federal) and we 
would fight this. We are 
praying for the cooperation 
of the city of Granite City. 
The county eventually 
would pay for your full 20% 
cost in your own program 
and would build and size

point that Granite City nev- 
er would have to build any 
more interceptor sewers.’’ 

Alderman Thomas Boker 
called a halt to the lengthy dis- 
cussion with the remark that 
“we could be here all night 
talking about this and not get 
anywhere.” 

Boker said he believed that a 
meeting such as that Monday 
night was “too unwieldy” and 
that more could be accom- 
plished in a later meeting be- 
tween committees representing 
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the city and 
group. 

While no definite action was 
taken by the aldermen, still in 
session as the town board, it 
was understood generally that 
Mayor Partney will name a city 
council committee to meet with 
a committee representing the 
township officials. 

The session ended on a sour 
note when Whitsell asked for 
the floor and remarked that 
Granite City's reception of the 
matter “isn’t exactly an exam- 
ple of the Good Neighbor pol. 
icy.”" 
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Boker charged that such a 
remark was ‘“‘mud slinging and 
Granite City already has 
enough problems from Name- 
oki drainage.” 

No date was set for another 
meeting. 

It was the longest town board 
meeting on record in many 
years. Customarily the town 
board meeting is a medium 
only for approval of township 
bills and seldom lasts more 
than five minutes.

Many of the newcomers were 
Macedonian and Bulgarian im- 
migrants who settled in Hun- 
gary Hollow and got jobs as 
unskilled workers, 

_The Macedonian and Bulga- 
rian population was so large by 
1907 (estimated at more than 
5,000) that the Federal Immi- 
gration Commission included 
Granite City in its survey of 
“melting pots.” 

The commission found that 
91% of Bulgarians and Mace- 
donians earned less than $300 
annually and 21% less, than 
$200. 

The average number of occu- 
pants to each room in Hungary 
Hollow was 2.78. Such over- 
crowding was due to a system 
of tenantry based on the immi- 
grants’ extreme thrift, their 
very low incomes, and the cu- 
pidity of Macedonian and Bul- 
garian “kings.” 

The kings owned the cottages 
and “mercantile houses’ in 
which most of their countrymen 
lived. The cottages, according 
to the commission, usually had: 

“Three rooms, although some 
had scattered here and there 
have four rooms. In each of 
these cottages twelve to sixteen 
men live, paying a rent of from 
$14 to $16 per month 

“Multiplying these amounts 
by twelve to get the annual 
rents, they are found to be $168 
and $92 respectively. The cot- 
tages are very similar to but 
not so good as those for which 
southern cotton mill operatives 
pay rent of $3 to $3.50 per 
month.”* 

In some cottages 
each took turns doing the 
housework and cooking; in 
others, they hired a housekeep- 
er and pro-rated the costs. The 
latter was known as the 
“boarding boss’ plan. 

Mercantile houses were large 
two and three-story buildings 
akin to hotels. The lower floor 
contained shops where immi- 
grants could buy food, liquor, 
clothing and, in some instances, 
real estate or a steamship tick- 
et to Europe. 

The upper floors were divided 
into cell-like rooms which two 
or more persons shared at a 
monthly rental of from $5 to 
$8. One mercantile house had 
45 rooms and 200. roomers. 

In summing up the housing 
situation, the commission de- 
clare 


the men 


. .. It seems clear that al- 
though the recent immigrant’s 
per capita outgo for rent is 
small because he lives in a 
crowded condition, yet the rent 
he pays by groups or families 
is excessive and yields an un- 
usually large rate of return to 
the landlord.” 

The depression of 1907 creat- 
ed great distress in Hungary 
Hollow and it is quite likely 
that the name of the section 
was twisted to grim “Hungry 
Hollow” at that time. Hundreds 
of jobless moved from Granite 
City, others “going on the 
road. 
East Granite was at- 
tached to Granite City in 
April, 1908 following a pe- 
tition from residents of the 
area. The annexation ex- 
tended the city limits north 
to the north lines of Sec- 
tions 17 and 18, east to Na- 
meoki Avenue, and South- 
east to Edwardsville Road. 
Although free mail delivery 
had been inaugurated in Gran- 
ite City on Nov. I, 1906, the 
service was not begun in East 
Granite until January 1912 

In the interim, a post office

Taking advantage of the Lo- 
cal Option Law which the Gen- 
eral Assembly had enacted in 
1907, church groups and mem- 
bers of the Womens Christian 
Temperance Union campaigned 
throughout the spring of 1908 to 
“dry up" the Tri-Cities.

When the parade entered the 
business section, as reported in 
the- Press-Record: 

et . Many roughnecks fell 
in line at the rear. They mim- 
icked the parade and made re- 
peated efforts to disband it. 

“One of the men picked up a 
broken basket from the street 
and hurled it into the crowd of 
little ones. The roughnecks 
were persuaded to get out of 
line. 

“Later they formed a parade 
of their own and marched on 
State Street. Two of the men 
carred beer kegs and a number 
of wash tubs were used for 
drums.” 

The Drys were defeated and 
Granite City remained wet, al- 
though not nearly so wet as 
nearby towns. There were only 
about 30 saloons in the city. 

This moderate number was 
due to a Niedringhaus-motivat- 
ed ordinance which required 
consent of two-thirds of the 
property owners before a sa- 
loon could be opened -in any 
one block. 

William F. Niedringhaus died 
in St. Louis on July 9, 1908. He 
was seventy-three years old

Sales Increase 
By A.0. Smith 
In 1st 6 Months 


A. O. Smith Corp. will earn 
between $2.96 and $3.01 per 
share in the first half of 1971, 
compared to $2.78 per share 
last year, L. B. Smith, chair- 
man and chief executive offi- 
cer, said Monday in Pittsburgh, 

Sales in the first half, Smith 
said, will be up $10 million over 
last year to about $239 million. 

For the second quarter, earn- 
ings will be between $1.62 and 
$1.67 per share, compared to 
$1.51 last year. 

While generally optimistic 
about 1971, Smith told analysts 
he had two areas of concern. 
The first, he said, is a continu- 
ing improvement in the econo- 
my, which he feels more confi- 
dent about now than he did 
earlier in the year. 

The second area is the cli- 
mate for labor-management re- 
lations throughout the country. 

Contracts Expiring 

“In our own case,” he said, 
“we have ‘several’ important 
settlements behind us. How- 
ever, we still face the negotia- 
tion of our Milwaukee Works 
labor contracts which expire 
on July 31.” 

The Milwaukee plant is the 
largest in the company, with 
6,500 employes. There is an 
auto frame plant in Granite 
City. 

He said a steel strike of less 
than 60 days would not mate- 
rially affect results. 

In.discussing the first half of 
1971, Smith said the company’s 
automotive’ division turned in a 
strong performance with both 
sales and profits up substan- 
tially over last year. 

Sales of the company’s water 
heating products also are up 
nicely, he said 

Two subsidiaries, Armor Ele- 
vator Co., Inc.,.and A. 0. Smith 
Harvestore Products, Inc., are 
showing healthy increases in 
sales and profits over last 
year, Smith reported. 

Motors, Meter Systems 

Excessive inventory in the 
air-conditioning industry is 
causing a pause in the growth 
of the company’s Electric Mo- 
tor division, he told analysts, 
adding that the long-term o 
look for this business is. still 
bright. He also said conditions 
are returning to normal in the 
Meter Systems division, which 
earlier this year was hit with 
a two week strike and a slow- 
down in incoming orders. 

The Clark Control division 
has suffered from a lack of vol- 
ume and is expected to operate 


at a loss during the year, he, 


said. Losses at A. O. Smith 
Corp. of Texas, a jointly-owned 
affiliate, are being substantial- 
ly reduced, although no profit 
is expected this year.

Progress is being made to- 
ward making drivers’ records 
available to judges“in traffic 
courts, Secretary of State John 
W. Lewis has announced at 
Springfield. 

‘Addressing the sixth annual 
Yilincis Traffic Court Confer- 
ence, Secretary Lewis said -an 
aim of the program presently 
being developed is to have de- 
vices resembling television sets 
equipped with keyboards placed 
in judges offices. 

These devices are known as 
catode ray terminals, and 
would be connected directly to 
the computer containing driver 
records in the Secretary of 
State’s office, making driver 
records available in a matter 
of seconds. 

“We realize the benefits 
which could be obtained if a 
driver's prior record could be 
made known to the court, and 
we will do what we can to 
make such information avail- 
able to you,” Lewis said. 

Study Pilot Plan 

The feasibility of a pilot in- 
stallation in the Chicago Mu- 
nicipal Court is now being stud- 
ied, and it is hoped to start the 
project in about six months. 

“This means that a year 
from now we will have had 
enough experience, if all goes 
well, to enable us to offer the 
service to other courts,” Sec- 
retary Lewis said. 

He urged judges contemplat- 
ing using a direct wire system 
to make a careful determina- 
tion of their information re- 
quirements.

Faith Called Essential Foundation to Activism 


“The church in recent years 
has tried to erect a super- 
structure of social activism on 
a diminishing foundation of 
faith,” Bishop Earl G. Hunt Jr. 
of the United Methodist Char- 
lotte, N. C., Area, told the 1971 
Southern Illinois Conference, 
which ended this week ‘in 
Olney. 

“The result has been peril 
and folly” he added, saying 
‘that “the most hidden scandal 
of Christian religion today is 
that no one reads the Bible 
anymore.” , 

Speaking on the “word” of 
the Bible, Bishop Hunt held out 
the Scripture as the residual of 
faith for all who long for sig- 
nificance and identity—‘‘Emp- 
tiness characterizes man today; 
nobody knows who he is.” 

The visiting church leader 
contended that the Christian is 
a citizen of two worlds, spiri- 
tual and temporal, wherein “the 
whole of human history is tied 
to the ethic of Christianity, 
which has been involved with 
every great emancipation move- 
ment in history.” 

“The citizen has to get in- 
volved in the problems of the 
world,” he said, adding, ‘but 
some of us don’t want to get 
involved, and this is what 
churchmanship is all about.” 

Parochialism or provincial- 
ism, declared the speaker, “is 
the ‘worst thing that could hap- 
pen to a local church, and I’m 
concerned that we have lost 
our horizons. 

“Unless the church is willing 
to move out into the world for 
which Christ died, then the 


church is not of the sovereign 
son of God.”

“whatever you think of the 
modern folk opera ‘Jesus Christ 
Superstar ’ it is clear that the 
writers have caught the real 
humanity of Jesus, although 
there is no hint of the resurrec- 
tion or anything beyond.’ 

The humanity of Christ is “no 
pretension,” Bishop Webb went

Traffic Fatalities up 58% Over Same Period of 1970 


Traffic deaths in the Quad- 
City area during the first five 
months of this year have 
jumped 58% over the number 
of such fatalities octurring 
during the same five-months 
petiod last year, while the 
number of traffic mishaps and 
injury cases for the same pe- 
Tiod has declined substantially, 
statistics compiled by the 
Press-Record showed today. 

This year’s list of fatalities 
spiraled to a total of 19 during 
May when three more persons 
died as the result of traffic 
mishaps. For the same five- 
month period of 1970 there were 
12 traffic deaths. 

Traffic records maintained 
for the month of May showed a 
total of 199 traffic mishaps oc- 
curring in or near the Quad- 
City area, with 90 persons in- 


jured in those accidents in ad- 
dition ‘to the three persons who 
died as a result of their in- 
juries. These figures compare 
with a total of 216 accidents 
and 130 persons injured during 
May 1970. Three persons also 
died in traffic crashes in May 
1970. 
Sets 10-Year Record 

The total of 19 traffic deaths 
during the five months of this 
year is the largest for a similar 
period of any single year since 
1960, statistics show. 

The number of accidents and 
injury cases for the five-month 
period so far this year is, at 
the same time, the lowest in 
many years. During the five- 
month period of January 
through May last year, a total 
of 1097 accidents was reported 
compared to this year’s $42, 


and 518 injuries were recorded, 
compared with this year’s 379. 

On this basis, the number of 
accidents during the fiye-month 
period this year is down 23.2% 
from last year’s figure, and the 
number of injuries resulting 
from traffic -accidents is a de- 
Cline of 26.8% below those of 
the five-month period of 1970. 

The major increases in traf- 
fic deaths this year were re- 
corded in January, March and 
April—as compared to last 
year's statistics. Six persons 
died in traffic mishaps in Jan- 
uary this year, compared to 
one in January 1970. Seven 
were killed in March this year 
compared with three in March 
last year. 

April Deaths Rise 

Two other traffic deaths oc- 

curred in April this year com- 


pared to none in the same 
month a year ago. 

The monthly: record of acci- 
dent statistics so far this year, 
with the number of accidents, 
injuries and fatalities, in that 
order, is as follows: 

January, 167-71-6; February, 
150-56-1; March, ,169-78-7; April, 
157-84-2; May, 199-90-3.

A workshop based on the Zol- 
tan, Kodaly concepts of music 
education will be held at 
Southern Illinois _ University- 
Southwestern Monday through 
Saturday in Room 1402 of the 
Peck Building. 

Kodaly believed that a child 
should learn music daily, as he 
learns reading or mathematics, 
and that every child can and 
should learn music as early as 
possible (3 to 7 years of age) 
so|that he can read music as 
easily as he reads his mother 
tongue. 

Klara Kokas, a graduate of 
the Liszt Academy and Otvos 
University of Budapest, Hun- 
gary, will lecture June 16-17 
on the philosophies of Kodaly 
and the research she has de- 
signed for evaluation of the 
music program in Hungary and 
America. She also will lecture 
on the impact of the Kodaly 
concepts on the teaching of the 
perceptually and emotionally 
handicapped child. 

‘A musician and a philosopher, 
Miss Kokas studied folk music 
with Kodaly at the Hungary 
Academy of Music. In 1955 he 
assigned her the task of estab- 
lishing an elementary school 
with special singing and music 
curriculum at Szombathely. 
This type of school was first 
started, according to Kodaly’s 
instructions, by Marta Nem- 
esszeghy in 1950. 

A member of the faculty at 
Otvos University, Miss Kokas 
currently is director of research 
at the Kodaly Musical Training 
Institute in Wellesley, Mass. 

Prof. Dorothy Tulloss of 
SIU’s Fine Arts Division at 
Southwestern is coordinator of 
the conference and will be clini- 
cian for the sessions Monday, 
Tuesday and June 18 and 19. 
In 1968 Prof. Tulloss spent her 
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sabbatical leave in Europe 
studying the Kodaly method. 

She will present curriculum 
and methodology of the Kodaly 
concepts as it influences the 
music specialist, the classroom 
teacher and the private applied 
music teacher today. 

The workshop can be taken 
for credit. Those attending on 
a credit basis must be officially 
admitted to the University be- 
fore registering. Application for 
admission can be obtained by

Immunization Against 
Dental Decay Sought 


Professor Arthur N. Bahn of

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McKendree Offers Quality 
Education at Minimum Cost

One normal. question which 
must be asked by parents and 
by college-bound students them- 
selves is why go to a given 
college. Why should you choose 
college X over university Y? 


Examining the variety of col- 


leges and universities today is 
confusing. There are so many 
on the market. They come in 
all sizes, are in all parts of the 
country and have every special- 
ty. 
The only ready-made answer 
we can give about colleges is 
that education is quite a busi- 
ness these days. But what is it 
all about? 

Why McKendree? What is the 
peculiar qualities which call a 
student to McKendree College? 

The obvious facts of Mc- 
Kendree College can be recited 
rather quickly. McKendree is a 
small college of slightly less 
than 500 students. It is nestled 
in a picturesque village 25 
miles east of St. Louis. The 
town, Lebanon, Ill., was found- 
ed in 1814 and was visited by 
Charles Dickens himself. 

McKendree College is coedu- 
cational, In fact, McKendree 
has been coed since its incep- 
tion 143 years ago. 

Most of its students come 
from the St. Louis metropolitan 
area and Southern __ Illinois. 
However, young adults come 
from as far away as New York 
and New Jersey, from Ethiopia 
and the Far East 
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McKendree is fully accredited 
bythe North Central Associa- 
tion of Colleges and Universi- 
ties and other. agencies. It is 
a four-year liberal arts college. 

McKendree College offers 
both the Bachelor of Arts and 
Science ‘degrees. 

Major fields of study at the 
college are English, education, 
music, art, speech, history, phi- 
losophy, political science, soci- 
ology, psychology, business, 
physics, biology, chemistry, 
mathematics, physical educa- 
tion and pre-professional train- 
ing in several areas. 

One of the great strengths of 
McKendree is that its students 
learn in tutorial classes. The 
professor-student ratio is 13-1. 
This gives that extra “plus” 
necessary for success in any 
tield. 

Of the faculty of slightly less 
than fifty, 38% of McKendree's 
professors have earned doctor's 
degrees. 

McKendree students do not 
have the distractions of the 
large city. They are taught at a 
school that is dedicated to the 
Judaeo-Christian heritage. In 
brief, they are individuals who 
fre individually taught. 

At McKendree, they are in- 
troduced to the finest of world 
culture, concentrating primarily 
on the Western tradition. Mc- 
Kendree «students receive the 
proper basis for graduate study 
or to continue on to profession- 
al schools. They receive the 
background to start work im- 
mediately upon graduation. 

McKendree College's second 
charter states its purpose sim- 

ly: 

Piro promote the general in- 
terest of education, and to qual- 
ify young men and women to 
engage in the several employ- 
ments and professions of soci- 
ety and to discharge honorably 
and usefully the various duties 
of life.” 

Founded in 1828 

A group of pioneers founded 
McKendree in 1828, It is the 
oldest college or university in 
Illinois. 

In addition, it is the oldest 
college in the U, S. continuous- 
ly affiliated with the Methodist 
Church; 43 traditioned acres 
contain the idea known as Mc- 
Kendree College. 

Bothwell Chapel, built in 1858 
and recently renovated, is still 
the focal point of the eye and 
campus. 

New buildings have doubled 
the campus in the last five 
years. These include a hand- 
some library, a modern science 
hall, fine men’s and women's 
dormitories, a “real current’’ 
student center and a pleasant 
dining hall. 

All of McKendree’s previous

efforts hit the top last year 
when it won full accreditation 
from the North Central Associ- 
ation of Colleges and. Universi- 
ties. U. S. Senator Charles H. 
Percy recently called McKen- 
dree “ ... one of the most im- 
proved colleges in the United 
States.” 

This is all interesting, but 
what makes McKendree dif- 
ferent from the rest? Why is it 
above the average? 


What does it cost to go to 
McKendree? Let’s examine Mc- 
Kendree more closely, begin- 
ning with college expenses. 

Tuition Comparison 

These days there is much 
talk about how high the private 
education is and how low public 
education. Private education 
will naturally be higher. In the 
past, this was an implied view 
of its superior worth to any 
other. However, it will be high- 
er simply because fewer people 
share its cost. 

In public schools, the student 
goes into a silent partnership 
with anonymous taxpayers. At 
a private institution, there are 
anonymous donors but the stu- 
dent carries a larger share of 
the dollar load. It places a nat- 
ural premium on the education 
received, 

Myth and mystery are all 
mixed together quite freely in 
college costs today. We as the 
middlemen, the ones who must 
pay the bill, need to know what 
really are the total costs of ed- 
ucating a person today. Just 
how much more do private col- 
leges really cost? 

The costs of colleges and uni- 
versities of this area are: 

McKendree College, $1555 a 
year tuition, $175 fees, $1240 a 
year room and board. 

McMurray College, $2350, 
none and $1150. 

Greenville College, $1500, 
books and supplies $150 iriclud- 
ed in tuition, and $1000 a year. 

SIU-SW, $165 a quarter, $3 a 
quarter and apartments $105 a 
quarter. 

SIU-Carbondale $165 a quar- 
ter, none and $1200 a_year. 

University of Illinois, $198 a 
semester, $58 and $501 to $551 a 
semester. 

‘Washington University, $2450 
a year, books and supplies $150, 
and $1175-$1250. 

University of Missouri - St. 
Louis, $250 a semester, $18.50 a 
year and no housing. 

St. Louis University, $950 a 
semester and $1000 a year. 

These institutions are repre- 
sentative of a large part of the 
nation. 

Housing or Commuting 

McKendree has facilities for 
both the “live on campus” and 
the “commuting” student. 

What does it cost to go to 
McKendree? Tuition is $1550 
and fees are $175 for the two 
school semesters. Room and 
board costs $1240 per year. 
Studying the list apparently Mc- 
Kendree is very competitive 
with the private institutions but 
$1000 or more than any of the 
public schools. 

Notice that room and board 
is generally the same wherever 
you go. Many of the public 
schools cater only to the com- 
muter student. 

Quality costs money. This is 
obvious. All 11 of the private 
schools are more expensive 
than public. 

Let’s look under this $1000 
blanket and see what the real 
costs are—the average differ- 
ence between public and pri- 
vate schools. 

Most students at McKendree 
receive some kind of support. 
In fact, 55% of all their school 
costs are assumed by other 
sources. An important one is 
Illinois grants. 

Upon qualification, a young 
man or woman can attend any 
private or public school in the 
state. 

‘At McKendree, such a grant 
would apply $1200 (the full 
amount available) toward tui- 
tion. 

Other scholarships, work-aid 
plans and loans are available. 
The fact of the matter is that 
@ young person today who de- 
sires a college education can 


get a fine one at McKendree 
for less money than the ledger 
at first reveals. 

Student Work Program 
Taking $1200 from McKend- 

ree’s leaves a $600 balance of 
fees and tuition. Over 100 stu- 
dents work at McKendree, five 
to 15 hours a week at a rate of 
$1.65 per hour. 

This not only aids their col- 
lege finances but gives them 
real job exposure and places 
even more value on an educa- 
tion which they literally earn. 

The expenses as quoted for 
McKendree contain most of the 
hidden charges of attending col- 
lege. A fact too often over- 
looked is that when students 
are at college they go on liv- 
ing. That is, they go to shows, 
they buy soda, candy bars, gas- 
oline, magazines, Clothes, the 
latest fads. They have dates. 

Not that these are not real 
expenses at McKendree, but 
the number of expenses always 
rises at a large state univer- 
sity or at a school in a large 
city. These items are not on 
their Official Lists, but they are 
sizeable nonetheless 

Room and board are average 
figures and are not firm at 
state institutions. They repre- 
sent a moment’s average. 

All in all, if a student is 
willing to work a few hours 
a week, has a C-plus aver- 
age which will earn a 
scholarship and takes out a 
loan which can be repaid 
over liberal amounts of 
time with liberal interest to 
the federal government, he 
will find that the cost of ed- 
ucation at McKendree is 
quite competitive with the 
public institutions dollar- 
wise. 

What makes McKendree dif- 
ferent than all the rest? Ob- 
viously, it can’t be all things to 
all people. It makes no pretense 
to be. 

A journalism major cannot be 
pursued at McKendree. Neither 
can geological engineering, nor 
computer sciences. 

It is a college, not a mega- 
versity. It has its limitations. 

It does offer solid liberal arts, 
business, pre-professional train- 
ing and teacher preparation. 

‘Average People Sought 
McKendree seeks the average 

American man and woman for 
students. We don’t want SDS, 
the Ku Klux Klan, the Mafia 
or the Communist party. 

McKendree is contemporary 


in that we believe education 


should be open to all who ac-| 


tively seek it. 

Although it is a Methodist-re- 
lated school, most of our stu- 
dents indicate a preference for 
some other faith—20% Roman 
Catholic, for instance. 

McKendree is cosmopolitan 
and international. It has a size- 
able representation of black 
students. So, in the McKendree 
community, a sampling of mod- 
ern América and the modern 
world is given. 

Yet, at the same time, the 
heritage of McKendree’s 143 
years and that of the 350 plus 
years of the American dream is 
preserved. 

Students can finish their re- 


maining two years after junior | 


college here. They can receive 


their liberal arts training here | 


and then transfer to a school 
with a more highly technical 
course. There are many, many 
options. The best is four years 
at McKendree and a degree. 

The students who would feel 
most at home at McKendree 
are: 

1, Those reared in either a 
city or suburb desiring a fresh 
change in their college environ- 
ment. 

2. Those from small towns or 
farms who wish to study at 
college and not be lost in a 
“megaversity” or urban cen- 
ter. 

Best of Two Worlds 

3. Those who want the best of 
two worlds — ‘‘the commuter” 
—desiring the quiet atmosphere 
of a small college town and the 
attractions of St. Louis. 

4. Those who simply want to 
come from afar, reside and 
study.

5. Those who are looking for 
a second chance at college ed- 
ucation. 

McKendree has one big in- 
tangible plus. It accepts up to 
20% of its enrollment on proba- 
tion, With a special department, 
McKendree evaluates those stu- 
dents who have failed at an- 
other institution or for any rea- 
son. 

They test them and then give 
them a second shot at a college 
degree. Our statistics show that 
two out of every three admit- 
ted under this program make 
the grade. This is surprising be- 
cause they have been rejected 
by other colleges and universi- 
ties as failures. 

Statistically, they are wash- 
outs, and yet McKendree essen- 
tially redeems them. They re- 
ceive another chance to earn a 
B.A. or B.S 

How? Well, in many ways it 
is mysterious, but largely it is 
because of motivation. The stu- 
dent must have the basic intel- 
ligence; tests prove this. Then 
McKendree offers the oppor- 
tunity.

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Illinois Public Welfare Outlay Up 250% In Span of Five Years 


(Springfield Scene) 

The enormity of the welfare 
dilemma is boggling. 

Where does government begin 
effectively coping with this 
overwhelming problem which 
threatens to consume the re- 
sources of state and local gov- 
ernments for maintenance of 
the resources needed to pos- 
ibly arrest and control it? 

The cost is tremendous in 
both human resources and tax 
dollars. 

Through the month of 
April in Illinois, there were 
827,201 persons benefiting 
from receiving public assist- 


ance. 
The Illinois Department 
of Public Aid estimates it 
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will spend $917.4 million for 

assistance through the end 

of the present fiscal year 

which ends July 1. 

The Department also origin- 
ally estimated the state will be 
liable for $1.246 billion in assist- 
ance in fiscal 1972—which would 
mean the state has increased 
its outlay for public welfare by 
250% since 1967. 

But the Bureau of the Budget 
trimmed $126 million from the 
request and included additional 
federal aid not available under 
present programs totaling $140 
million—$65 million in direct 
aid either through the Family 
Assistance Plan or direct fed- 
eral-state revenue sharing and 
$75 million in expanded services 
to potential or current recipi- 
ents which could qualify the 
state for more federal aid under 
existing programs. 

The $65 million from the Fed- 
eral Family Assistance Pro- 


‘gram (H.R. 1) or revenue shar- 


ing is all but gone for FY 1972 
since the bill has been reported 
out of the U. S. House Ways 
and Means Committee with an 


effective date of July 1, 1972, 
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and the prospects for any fed- 
eral state revenue sharing dur- 
ing fiscal 1972 are just as di 

The governor's office esti- 
mated a lower total bill—$1.120- 
billion — based on an upswing 
in the economy and a better job 
market so the sharply increas- 
ing welfare caseload will be 
arrested. 


They project the caseload to’ 


increase, but the increase to 
be at a slower rate than it has 
been during FY 1971. 

However, if present trends 
continue, both the Bureau 
of the Budget and the De- 
partment of Public Aid may 
be low in their estimates of 
additional persons added to 
the welfare rolls and the 
money needed to maintain 
those’ persons. 

As a result, the state could 
be faced with a deficit ap- 
proaching between $250 million 
and $300 million more than bud- 
geted by the administration for 
welfare alone. 

If this is the case, the state 
would have to make up the 
$126 million differences be- 
tween the Department of Public 
Aid estimate and the Bureau 
of the Budget estimate, the $65 
million expected from the Fam- 
ily Assistance Plan and a large 
portion of the expected $75 mil- 
lion in federal reimbursement 
for expanded aid—by increasing 
services and additional funds to 
service the excess caseload 
which. was not expected by 
either of the state agencies. 

If bills pending in the 
General Assembly calling 
for liberalized grants and 
expanded services for reci- 
pients were passed, this 
deficit could be compounded 
to a minimum of bet 
$400 million and $500 mi 

To pay for such increases 
would require drastic cuts 
in other state services and 
programs—some of which 
are designed to arrest the 
growing problem—or could 
necessitate a tax increase 
in a major state revenue 
souree such as the income 
tax and/or the sales tax. 

A third possibility is cuts in 
welfare grants, which the ad- 

ation has pledged to 
maintain unless there is no 
other alternative. 

Taxpayers are getting fed up 
with seeing more and more of 
their tax “‘ollars drained into 
welfare payments, which next 
year will demand about 35% of 
the total state General Revenue 
and Common School funds re- 
sources. 

At the present time, any con- 
tainment of welfare costs looks 
dismal. 

The governor recognized the 
potential in his special mes- 
sage to the legislature on wel- 
fare reform when he indicated 


the costs may climb to about 
$1.5 billion by FY 1973. 

Where does the welfare dollar 
go? How is it spent? 

The major public aid pro- 
grams in Illinois, generally re- 
ferred to as categorical assist- 
ance, are the Aged, Blind, Dis- 
abled, Aid to Families with De- 
pendent Children and Medical 
Assistance which are financed 
jointly by the state and federal 
government, 

Another large program is 
General Assistance, which is fi- 
nanced locally or by the state 
and local governments. 

The state assumes General 
Assistance costs. when the rev- 
enue from a one mill local 
property tax is insufficient to 
provide for care of those per- 
sons who cannot qualify for fed- 
eral-state categorical programs, 
mainly single persons and mar- 
ried couples without children. 

In April of this year, there 
were 64,755 persons in this cate- 
gory with an estimated cost to 
the state—over and above local 
funds—of $112.9-million for fis- 
cal year 1971. 

In the categorical grant 
programs, federal matching 
funds provide roughly about 
50% of such costs to Illint 
while some states receive 
up to 80% in matching fed- 
eral funds, mainly on the 
basis of lower per capita 
income in relation to other 
states. 

In these programs, the titles 
of the grant areas are self ex- 
planatory, with certain income 
and asset limitations placed on 
those claiming assistance, 

The other category is Medi- 
cal Assistance which covers all 
recipients who qualify under 
the categorical programs plus 
persons and families with in- 
comes below certain defined 
levels which are considered in- 
sufficient to pay their medical 
costs, 

Generally, all those on as- 
sistance are put onto a budget 
which consists of food, clothing, 
personal essentials and house- 
hold incidentals, rent and other 
special needs. 

The grants paid to recip- 
fents in Illinois are substan- 
tially higher than those in 
many other states and par- 
ticularly in surrounding 
states, 

Because of these higher 
payments, there are charg- 
es made that an increasing 
number of recipients move 
to Illinois to take advan- 
tage of the grants. 

While not all those persons 
who come to Illinois and go onto 

istance come here expressly 

to take advantage of the state’s 
welfare grant rates, some sta- 
tistics do indicate the problem. 

In 1968, the number of per- 
_Sons added to the assistance 
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rolls with less than one year 
residency totaled 2,955. ~In 1969, 
the figure had increased to 
4,276. 

By 1970, the opening of cases 
with less than one year’s resi- 
dency totaled 5,819, with 2,990 
in Cook County and 2,829 down- 
state. 

The breakdown by program 
revealed 4,427 in Aid to Fami- 
lies with Dependent Children, 
711 in Disability Assistance, 649 
in Old Age Assistance, and 22 
in Blind Assistance. 

Of the 5,819 total, 25.8% 
were residing in the. state 
for less than three months, 
45.9% for three months but 
less than seven, and 28.3% 
had been in the state for 
seven months but less than 
one year. 

The one-year residency was 
a requirement in Illinois before 
an injunction against the prac- 
tice was issued by the U. S. 
District Court in Chicago and 
enforced by.a U. S. Supreme 
Court decision in April 1969 
(Shapiro vs. Thompson), which 
held durational residence re- 
quirements unconstitutional. 

This is illustrative of a 
series of federal actions— 
judicial, legislative and ad- 
ministrative — which has 
created a labyrinthian set 
of rules and regulations and 
have directly contributed to 
the rise in the Illinois wel- 
fare rolls, particularly in 
the Aid to Families with 
Dependent Children (AFDC) 
category. 

Other examples of court de- 
cisions are: 

1, A U. S. District Court rul- 
ing that AFDC applications 
must be acted on and payments 
made within 30 days, with pay- 
ments retroactive to the 30th 
day of their receipt in any in- 
stance of failure to comply. 

2. A U. S. Supreme Court 
ruling requiring county depart- 
ments of public aid to give prior 
notice, with an opportunity for 
a hearing, before any action is 
taken to reduce or terminate 
assistance. 

3. An Illinois Appellate Court 
ruling — upheld by the Illinois 
Supreme Court— that the De- 
partment of Public Aid is re- 
quired to furnish security de- 
posits for recipients’ rent. 

4. Federal and state court 
rulings that the Department of 
Public Aid cannot make deduc- 
tions from future grants for 
duplicative grants issued to a 
recipient, 

In addition to these deci- 
sions, suits now pending in 
both federal and state courts 
—if successful—could have 
a significant impact on the 
cost of welfare, such as: 

1. Four suits pending in 
cireuit courts to compel the 
Department of Public Aid 
to grant assistance retroac- 
tive to the date of applica- 
tion in all cases, instead of 
30 days after application, 

2, An appeal pending be- 
fore the U. S, Supreme 
Court on a U, S. District 
Court ruling that the state 
does not have to pay tuition 
for general courses at col- 
lege level for recipients. 

3. A pending circuit court 
suit which would require. the 
state to update shelter costs to 
the: standard prevailing in the 
community. 

4. A request for a declaratory 
judgment in U. S. District Court 
mandating no more than 60 
cases be assigned to any case- 
worker. 

5. Four suits questioning the 
adequacy of utility allowances 
and requesting that utilities be 
paid as used, 

6. A suit pending in U. S. 
District Court asking for a dec- 
laratory judgment and an in- 
junction enjoining the Depart- 
ment from requiring the mother 
of a newborn child to name the 
father and to file a paternity 
action, 

7. A request for a mandatory 
injunction in U. S.- District 
Court which would require the 
state to process all applications 


for Aged, Blind and Disable As- 
sistance within 30 days and to 
make the payments retroactive 
to 30 days of the filing of the 
application where the Depart- 
ment failed to act. 

8. The Circuit Court of Cook 
County ruled the Public Aid De- 
partment can no longer use 
trust funds of a child for his 
maintenance. 

9. Two suits pending in the 
Circuit ~Court challenging the 
Department's requirement that 
a portion of a spouse’s OASI 
income over and above his 
needs be applied against his re- 
cipient wife’s needs. 

10. A suit is pending in Fed- 
eral Court requiring that all as- 
sistance checks be mailed on 
the first of the month. 

To further complicate the 
problem, Congressional action 
and rulings and regulations by 
the Department of Health, Edu- 
cation and Welfare continue to 
add to the cost of welfare. 

Congress amended the Social 
Security Act to mandate the 
granting of earned income ex- 
emptions in the amount of $30 
plus one-third of monthly earn- 
ings of adults and out-of-school 
children in AFDC cases, 

Interpreted by HEW reg- 
ulations to apply to gross 
income, this means a family 
of four with basic mainte- 
nance needs of $246 accord- 
ing to Ilinois assistance 
standards will not leave the 
rolls until” gross earnings 
exceed $575 a month ($6,900 
per year) or, if child care, 
costs $97.50 per month, un- 
til gross earnings reach $792 
per month ($9,504 on an an- 
nual basis). 

HEW ‘also is pushing. for a 
separation of services so a case- 
worker cannot both make a de- 
termination of need and provide 
social services. 

To back up its push for sepa- 
rate services, HEW has pro- 
vided, by regulation, a higher 
rate of federal financial parti- 
cipation for states which sepa- 
rate services, 

This was done without a legis- 
lative mandate. 

Another HEW requirement 
now makes it necessary to in- 
clude psychiatric services as 
part of the medical assistance 
program. 

Another HEW regulation re- 
quires the state to pay the same 
rates to hospitals as the Social 
Security Administration does. 
This has increased hospital 
costs and forced the state 
to abandon its former policy of 
paying the lesser of either costs 
or charges, 

HEW has issued a proposed 
regulation which will require 
the early and periodic screen- 
ing, diagnosis and treatment of 
all. individuals under 21 years 
of age under the Medical Pro- 
gram. 

The full amount of services 
must be furnished regardless of 
the limits imposed under the 
State Plan on the amount of 
such care and services, 

States presently have some 
autonomy in the administration 
of categorical programs but 
hardly a move is made in Illi- 
nois without first checking with 
the federal government to see 
if the state will be out of con- 
formity with federal regula- 
tions. 

If the state is out of conform- 
ity in a procedure or practice, 
the state faces the threat of loss 
of federal matching funds. 

The result is that the state 
is forced into more and more 
restrictive guidetines within 
which it must try to maintain 
some control as it is forced into 
higher administrative and grant 
costs. 

Is there any way out of 
this gargantuan conun- 
drum? 

Can the present welfare 
system be altered to pro- 
vide aid to the truly needy 
and help them break the 
cycle of dependency to be- 
come productive citizens, 
contributing to our society 
and at the same time pro- 


vide financial relief to state 

and local government with- 

out merely shifting the bur- 
den of taxation from one 
taxing body to another? 

Several proposals are pres- 
ently being considered or have 
been proposed to alleviate the 
problem at both the state and 
federal levels. 

In Illinois, the administration 
was hopeful of new federal 
funds from the Family Assist- 
ance Program which now ap- 
pear not to be forthcoming until 
fiscal year 1973. 

The other approach was to 
seek additional funds under 
present programs by initiating 
new services and expanding 
others which service the wel- 
fare recipient or the potential 
recipient. 

Specifically, the expanded 
Programs would be instituted 
to take advantage of present 
amendments to the Social Se- 
curity act which would be con- 
tinued under the 1971 amend- 
ments (HR 1), popularly called 
the Family Assistance Act, pro- 
posed Jast month by the U, S. 
House Ways and Means Com- 
mittee, 

The amendments allow 75% 
matching funds for categorical 
aid in certain social welfare, 
educational and health service 
programs that are designed to 
increase the self-sufficiency of 
individuals, 

To establish its eligibility for 
these categories, the state must 
amend its present state plan 
and submit it to the U. S, De- 
partment of Health, Education 
and Welfare, 

Three such amendments are 
now pending approval by HEW, 
but approval is not anticipated 
in the near future. 

Several other amendments for 
qualifying monies will be made 
in the near future as programs 
proposed for the Department of 
Children and Family Services, 
Corrections, and Mental Health, 
proposed by Gov. Ogilvie are 
passed by the Icgislature and 
submitted for approval. 

Once the program is ap 
proved by HEW, the state is re- 
imbursed for operation of the 
program from the date of ap- 
plication. 

But the question remains how 
many services can be expanded 
and qaulified for federal match- 
ing funds within present staff 


and facilities limitations with- 
in one year. 

The other recent, major pro- 
posals directly: and closely tie 
into each other. 

Gov. Ogilvie presented the 
legislature a message on wel- 
fare reform recently in which 
he suggested an ‘1l-point pro- 
gram for holding the lid on pub- 
lic aid costs, provide for those 
truly in need and increase ef- 
forts to return those capable of 
self support into the job mar- 
ket. 

The second major proposal is 
the reporting of HR 1 out of 
the U.S. House Ways and 
Means Committee; it revises 
the Social Security Act and pro- 
vides for a federal takeover of 
the Blind, ‘Aged and Disabled 
program, 

Ways and Means Committee 
Chairman Wilbur Mills noted in 
a speech before the Illinois 
General Assembly that provi- 
sions of the bill would mean an 
additional $62 million to the 
state in FY 1973 and would pro- 
vide federal support in all cate- 
gorical classifications at FY 
1972 levels. 

However, the Congressional 
proposal also includes other pro+ 
visions to tighten administra- 
tion, medical costs and other 
areas which Will go into effect 
either on enactment or on Jan. 
1, 1972. 

Almost all of the proposals 
made by Gov. Ogilvie in his 
welfare reform message per- 
taining to categorical grant pro- 
grams are included as changes 
in administration and _proce- 
dures required or authorized 
under HR 1. 

Some of those areas which 
the Governor included in his 
message and are required or 
authorized by HR 1 are: 

1, Enforcement of a strict 
work requirement and examin- 
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ation of applicants for employ- 
ability before assistance is giv- 
en. 

2. Addition of public sector 
Jobs. 
3. New work programs, day 
care, family planning services 
and other back-up programs. 

4. Tightening of welfare ad- 
ministrative procedures to re- 
quire participants to prove eco- 
nomic status before receiving 
welfare, denying food stamps to 
those not truly in need, and re- 
viewing employment eligibility. 

5. Cracking down on desert- 
ing fathers for non-support of 
families. 

The governor is adding 
more fraud detection inves- 
tigators to find deserting 
fathers. The contributions 
from deserting fathers had 
fallen from 20.5% of cases 
in 1966 to 8.5% in 1971, 

HR 1 also would make it 
a federal crime for desert- 
ing parents to travel in in- 
terstate commerce to es- 
cape such payments. 

6: Simplification of welfare 
procedures and reduction in ad- 
ministrative requirements to 
qualify for federal aid. 

7. Tightening of requirements 
for medical costs. HR 1 would 
authorize the states to work 
cooperatively with the federal 
government in attempting to 
hold down such problems as 
hospital costs, nursing home 
case costs, medical use abuse, 
limit in the length of stays at 
hospitals and requirements that 
recipients pay some token fee 
for the medical services they 
receive out of their basic 
grants. 

This has become a major 
problem during the last several 
years and particularly since 
Medicaid went into effect in 
in 1966. 

The rise in medical costs 
since 1967 underscore the prob- 
lem, which Gov, Ogilvie noted 
“has grown at an unbearable 
rate.” 

The Federal Family As- 
sistance plan also contains 
problems, particularly in 
the area of covering the 
“working poor” and in in- 
creased costs. 

For example, provisions 
of HR 1 would hike federal 
welfare costs from $8.9 bil- 
lion at the end of 1970 to 
$18.9 billion by FY 1973, 
‘and the number of persons 
on welfare would increase 
from 12.8 million to slightly 
more than 25 million in, the 
same period, 


Estimated U.S. Tax

Jay G. Philpott, District Di- 
rector of Internal Revenue for 
Central and Southern Illinois, 
said-today that taxpayers whose 
anticipated income during 1971 
has’ changed may be required 
to amend their declarations. 

Space to compute an amend- 
ed estimate is provided in the 
estimated tax package received 
by_ taxpayers.

Although the provisions to 
tighten welfare procedures and 
eligibility standards are consid- 
ered a much-needed step in the 
right ction. The potential 
ramifications of this massive 
proposal, HR 1, must be fully 
analyzed to determine their full 
impact on Illinois. 

Other proposals to cope with 
this age-old problem have been 
tried in the past and the prob- 
Jem gets worse. 

Whether such a massive ap- 
proach to the welfare dilemma 
will be a panacea or will com- 
pound the problem is yet to be 
seen.

Easement for Temporary 
City Road Becomes Issue 


A letter from a Granite City 
realtor notifying the city that 
he must revoke an easement 
granted last month for installa- 
tion of a, temporary road unless 
the city assumes responsibility 
for any damages was “filed” 
by the city council Monday 
night without action to assume 
liability. 

The letter was sent to the 
council by Ralph Morriss of 


_Morriss Realty Co. who earlier 


had granted the city an ease- 
ment to install a temporary

Morriss provided the ease-

Morriss informed the council 
that he has been threatened by 
a law suit by Junior Smith, 2905 
Emzee St. Smith, in a separate 
letter to the council, complained 
of the new roadway because his 
insurance company has told 
him it will not be responsible 
for water damages or other 
damages that could be caused 
by the new road, 

Disclaims City Responsibility 

Smith, who was present in 
the audience at Monday night's 
meeting, said he had talked to 
Alderman Walter Nonn about 
the roadway and that Nonn had 
disclaimed any responsibility on 
the part of the city for any 
damages that might occur on or 


because of the temporary road. 

Morriss’ letter informed the 
council that because of Smith’s 
objections, it would be neces- 
sary for him to revoke the ease- 
ment for the temporary road- 
way unless the city would pro- 
vide a “hold harmless” stipula- 
tion, 

Alderman Steve Basarich said 
he wanted the temporary road- 
way oiled “immediately” be- 
cause the dust “is terrific.” 
Other aldermen warned, how- 
ever, that in view of objections 
already developed, oiling opera- 
tions on the easement, at a time 
when the easement might be 
revoked, “would be asking for 
trouble.”

Everybody likes to get mail, 
and I’m no exception, 

This past month we counted 
9,037 letters and telegrams 
which we call “issue mail.” 
And every one is being an- 
swered, 

This figure does not include 
requests for help or informa- 
‘tion, letters dealing with office 
appointments or speaking en- 
gagements, or the letters that 
don’t fit into any regular cate- 


gory. 

A very high proportion of 
the letters are well-done, to 
the point, and polite—quali- 
ties reflecting the education 
and stability of Illinois citi- 
zens, 

It takes two very competent 
secretaries most of the day to 
open and route the three daily 
deliveries to me or my staff. 

The two secretaries, both 
mothers themselves, find a spe- 
cial delight in the letters from 
young people. 

A recent letter, for example, 
was signed by the Junior Class 
of Thornton Fractional South 
High School. 

In it they told how pleased 
they have been with a young 
teacher, Alice Burezyk, and 
asked me to send her a let- 
ter of congratulations: on 
their behalf. The students 
Wrote: 

“Since she is such a fantastic 
teacher and person (she is one 
of us~she understands all of 
our problems and does a great 
job at solving them) we would 
like for you to do us a big 
favor. 

“We would Jike for you to 
send her a letter of recognition, 
thanking her for being such a 
wonderful and outstanding 
young educator (she is only 
23),""" 

Now, who wouldn’t like to 
answer a letter as nice as 
that one? 

So, Miss Burczyk, the lunch 
hours you gave up, and the 
“fantastic job’ you did as class 
sponsor to create ‘‘a class that 
can walk through the halls 
boasting of our achievements’’ 
won you a rave letter. 

‘And my letter to you is in- 
tended to amplify both the 
praise of the students and your 
‘own pride in them. 

Issue mail, of course, varies 
with the news from state gov- 
ernment artd the Legislature. 

One special issue brought 
a burst of mail—the propos- 
al that able-bodied persons 
on welfare be given a 
chance to do useful public 
service jobs if employment 
cannot be found elsewhere. 
An Olympia Fields man

wrote, praising the proposal, 
and added: 

“I have never written a state 
official before. However, I feel 
so strongly about this issue that 
I simply had to tell you.” 

A Bloomington man wrote: 
“If you can make this program 
work in the manner you de- 
scribed, I feel I can even for- 
give you for the state income 
tax.” 


I wonder if he knows the 
sorry shape Illinois schools and 
communities would be in if 
there had not been 
support for new state financing.

Then she posed a list of ques- 
tions of duty and conscience, 
and concluded: 

“1 sincerely hope that you 
can help me find answers 
to some of the questions 
that I can no longer sup- 
press.

I answered her letter as 
thoughtfully as I could — and 
then sent copies of the corre- 
spondence to President Nixon. 

Some of the delightful letters 
from children pose a few prob- 
lems that I can’t promise to 
solve, 

One little boy complained 
that since moving to a new 
town, he had “been picked 
on too much by other boys,” 
and wanted me “to make 
them stop right now.” 

Three girls from French 
Lick, Ind., wanted me to save 
the ‘fast-disappearing wild 
horses of the western states. 

Perhaps it’s characteristic of 
children that so many of the 
letters are signed, “Your 
Friend,” with the name follow- 
ing. 

‘Many of the children’s letters 
express a deep concern about 
pollution. 7 \ 

I am grateful that the legisla- 
tors of our state—and the vot- 
ers—provided state government 
with the laws and the money to 
answer these letters: affirma- 
tively. 

‘As I said, everybody likes to 
get mail. The “hate” letters 
are few, and the rest give me 
some welcome insights on the 
job I have to do.

Chance for Exposition Hall, Dental School 
If Public Insists on Legislative Approval 


The Tri-Cities Chamber of Commerce 
board on Tuesday night endorsed Senate Bills 
1011 and 1012, which call for construction of a 
$15 million convention-exposition center in the 
Madison-St. Clair Counties area, and Senate 
Bill 1213, which appropriates $30 million to 
construct the proposed School of Dental Medi- 
cine at Southern Illinois University's Southwest- 
erncampus. 

These bills have strong labor and business 
backing but they are not assured of passage in 
Springfield, where the next few days will prove 
decisive. 

Citizens and organizations could be in- 
fluential through strong and immediate backing 
of the legislation. Their support should be com- 
municated as directly as possible to Governor 
Ogilvie and to Illinois representatives and sena- 
tors. 

As Senator Sam M. Vadalabene told the 
local Chamber directors, funds mentioned in 
Bill 1213 represent “the state's share and only 
one-third of the total cost of the facility. The 
rest of the money is to come from the federal 
government.” The dental school has received 
full approval at all state governing levels and 
it is vital that a start be made without undue 
delay. 

Discussing Bills 1011 and 1012, Vadala- 
bene emphasized that “money to guarantee the 
bonds that will be sold to build the convention 
center comes from the Agricultural Premium 
Fund, the Service Recognition Bond, Interest 
and Retirement Fund and the Metropolitan Fair 
and Exposition Authority Reconstruction Fund. 

“There are no new taxes involved. This 
is_the same source of funds used to build the 
$72 million McCormick Place in Chicago. It is 
my opinion that not only is a convention center 
needed in our area, but as the second most pop- 
ulous area in the state, we have strong right 


Those familiar with the General Assembly 
say the convention center proposal is in trouble 
at this stage because of “personalities and par- 
tisanship."” This is extremely unfortunate be- 
cause the plan has great merit and great fair- 
ness; it could set a pattern for similar exhibition 
halls and performing arts centers at heavily- 
populated areas throughout the state. 

Bills 1011 and 1012 already have passed 

Senate. The same observers who foresee 
difficulty in the Hotise say the exposition cen- 
ter bills could be salvaged and passed if the 
people of Southwestern Illinois quickly make it 
crystal clear to the governor and legislators 
that they solidly support affirmative action. 

Will the people speak out? Will our state 
government listen?

Plan for Second High School in District 
Nine ‘Will Not Cost the Public a Cent’ 


School elections on construction projects 
usually also carry a price tag—taxes or bonds 
with which new facilities are to be financed. 

A referendum prop: for Granite City 
Community Unit District Nine in July is differ- 
ent. It would authorize a $3,859,000 high school 
at Nameoki and Maryville Roads at no addi- 
tional cost to taxpayers. 

he key to the proposal is that voters in 
the late 1960s approved a bond issue. Among 
other improvements, it provided $3,600,000 
for the Nameoki-Maryville site, where a grade 
school and junior high school were to be con- 
structed in a way that could be converted, 
through a later addition, into a second high 
school. 

Changing enrollment patterns now indicate 
that the high school should be established at 
this time without the intermediate step. original- 
ly planned, 

With a new elementary school being built 
on Old Alton Road, another is not needed 
farther to the east. More high school space is 
required at this time, and adjustment of grade 
assignments will enable present junior high 
schools to handle the pre-high school students. 

In addition to the use of the bond ac- 
count, the voting will deal with transfer of an 
existing special education construction fund for 
special classrooms. 

Happily, the whole project “will not cost 
the public a cent more” than what it already 
has approved and _ already is paying, Super- 
intendent Bob J. Davis told the school board 
this week. The board will meet next week to 
further discuss the plan and to consider a spe- 
cific election date. 


Downtown Religious Landmark Will Be Razed 
And Replaced by New Niedringhaus Church 


A vote of confidence in the Granite City 
downtown area has been given by members of 
the Niedringhaus United Methodist Church. 

Their “over the top” building fund contri- 
butions will enable the existing church to be 
razed and a new one built at the same location. 
The present educational building will remain in 
use. 

Niedringhaus Church always has been a 
principal landmark. It faced what once was a 
circular park and roadway, the site later being 
made triangular. 

The main Granite City post office occu- 
pied the triangle for a number of years. It then 
was torn down and Civic Park was created, af- 
fording a better view of the familitar Niedring- 
haus Church and of the other buildings sur- 
rounding the park. 

Although still attractive, the church devel- 
oped structural problems that left only two al- 
ternatives—build elsewhere or replace the ex- 
isting church. The latter plan has been chosen, 
and a modern new religious edifice will rise at 
20th Street and Delmar Avenue in the heart of 
the central business district. 


Court—Good Grammar But No Good Taste? 


“At first blush""—and that's an interesting 
phrase which U. S. Supreme Court Justice John 
M. Harlan included in his June 7 ruling extend- 
ing free speech to obscene words—four-letter 
words “seem too inconsequential” for consider. 
ation by the highest court in the land. 

We agree that the court's time might have 
been better spent. But Harlan, in explaining the 
decision that public use of naughty words is not 
a crime, added that the issue is ‘of no small 
constitutional significance.” 

Having served a hitch in the Army, we 
don’t blush upon hearing such words, but would 
blush if required by the justices to use them, 
especially in print. We hope their frequently 
questionable logic will not take them that far. 

If they would have asked us, “What do 
you want—good grammar or good taste?"’, we 
would have been happy to answer, “Both.”

story. In many countries, fam- 
ine was once a periodic visitor. 
Then, largely because of food 
surpluses made possible by 


any youth rebellion worth talk- 
ing about, Gallup found that, on 
virtually every issue, the views 
of teenagers coincide with those 
of adults. On issues where they 
do not see eye-to-eye with their 
elders, the youngsters often 
tend to be more conservative. 

The same assessment can be 
made of the putative black re- 
bellion. There isn't any. 

Oh, there are the rantings of 
a lunatic fringe — a few para- 
noid militants who in any other 
country would be behind bars 
and whose continued freedom 
here is testimony to the fact 
that we are the most liberated 
and least racist nation on 
earth. 

But the vast majority of 
black Americans, as’ that same 
Gallup ‘study revealed, are 
staunch believers in this nation. 

How about unemployment? 
The Disaster Lobby people re- 
gard it as a grave problem. 

Well, I suppose even one un- 
employed person is a grave 
problem. But the record book 
tells us that the current out-of- 
work level of 6% is about par. 
We've had less, but we've also 
had more — much more. 

During the Kennedy Admin- 
istration, unemployment topped 
7%. And back in the recovery 
period of Franklin Roosevelt's 
second term, unemployment 
reached 25%. So, let’s not panic 
over this one. 

That word “panic” brings me 
to the H-bomb. Some people 
have let the gloom-mongers 
scare them beyond rational re- 
sponse with talk about- atomic 
annihilation. 

I can’t guarantee immunity 
from the bomb, but I offer the 
following as food for thought. 

Since World War II, over one 
billion human beings who wor- 
ried about A-bombs and H- 
bombs. died of other causes. 


Lobby look back with fond nos- 
talgia to the “good old days” 
when there weren’t any nasty 
factories to pollute the air and 
kill the animals and drive peo- 
ple to distraction with mislead- 
ing advertisements. 

But what was life really 
like in America 150 years 
ago? 

For one thing, it was 
very brief. Life expectancy 
was 38 years for males. 
And it was a grueling 38 
years. 

The work week was 72 
hours. The average pay 
was $300. Per year, that is. 
The women had it worse. 

Housewives worked 98 hours a 
week, and there wasn’t a dish- 
washer, or vacuum cleaner to 
be had. 

The food was monotous and 
scarce. The clothes were rags. 
In the winter, you froze. And in 
summer, you sweltered. 

And when an epidemic came 
~and they came almost every 
year—it would probably carry 
off someone in your family. 

Chances are that in your en- 
tire lifetime, you would never 
hear the sound of an orchestra 
or own a book or travel more 
than 20 miles from the place 
you were born. 

Ladies and gentlemen, what- 
ever American businessmen 
have done to bring us out of 
that paradise of 150 years ago, 
I say let’s give ‘them a grate- 
ful pat on the back—not a knife 
in it. 

Now I'm not a Pollyanna. I 
am aware of the problems we 
face and of the need to find 
solutions and put them into ef- 
fect. And I have nothing but 
praise for the many dedicated 
Americans who are devoting 
their lives to making this a 
better nation in a better world. 

The point I am trying to 


ing over $3 billion a year 
to clean up the environment 
and additional billions to 
develop products that will 
keep it clean, and that the 
real danger today is not 
from the free enterprise 
establishment that has 
made ours the most pros- 
perous, most powerful and 
most charitable nation on 
earth. 

No, the danger today resides 
in the Disaster Lobby — those 
crepe-hangers who, for person- 
al gain or out of sheer ignor- 
ance, are undermining the 
American system and threaten- 
ing the lives and fortunes of 
the American people. 

When I speak of a threat to 
lives, I mean it literally. A 
classic example of the dire 
things that can happen when 
the Disaster Lobby gets busy 
is the DDT story. 

It begins during World War 
Il when a safe, cheap and po- 
tent new insecticide made its 
debut. Known as DDT, it 
proved its value almost over- 
night. 

Grain fields once ravaged by 
insects began producing bump- 
er crops. Marshland became 
habitable. And the death rate 
in many countries fell sharply. 

According to the World 

Health Organization, mala- 

ria fatalities dropped four 

million a year in the 1930s 
to less than a million 


Encephalitis. 

fever. Typhus. 
Wherever DDT was used, 
the ailment abated. It has 
been estimated that a hup- 
dred million human beings 
who would have died of one

DDT, famines became relative- 
ly rare, 3 

So, you can credit this insec- 
ticide with saving additional 
hundreds of millions of lives. 

Then, in 1962, a lady named 
Rachel Carson wrote a book 
called “Silent Spring” in which 
she charged that DDT had 
killed some fish and some birds. 
That’s all the Disaster Lobby 
needed. 

It pounced on the book, em- 
braced -its claims — many of 
them still unsubstantiated—and 
ran off to Washington to de- 
mand a ban on DDT. 

And Washington meekly gave 
them their ban, in the form of 
a gradual DDT phase-out. Oth- 
er countries followed the U. S. 
lead. 

The effects were not long in 
coming. Malaria, virtually con- 
quered throughout the world, is 
having a resurgence. Food pro- 
duction is down in many areas. 

And such pests as the gypsy 
moth, in hiding since.the 1940s, 
are now munching away at 
American forests. 

In some countries—among 
them Ceylon, Venezuela 
and Sweden — the renais- 
sance of insects has been 
so devastating that laws 
against DDT have been re- 
pealed or amended. 

But in our country, the 
use of DDT, down to 10% 
of its former level, may 
soon be prohibited entirely. 
The tragedy is that DDT, 

while it probably: did kill a few 
birds and fish, never harmed 
a single human being except by 
accidental misuse. 

When the ultimate report is 
written, it may show that the 
opponents of DDT—despite the 
best of intentions — contributed 
to the deaths of more human 
beings than did all of the 
natural disasters in history.

People will march here 
Monday night so that others 
may walk. 

Only 29 hours after a major 
American Legion parade in 
Granite City at 3 p.m. Sunday, 
an Ainad Temple Shrine parade 
is set for 8 p.m. Monday to 
help call attention to the Shrine 
circus performances next week. 

Potentate Charles H. Wagner 
is urging sellout attendance at 
the circus, which is headlined 
by Hugo Zacchini being shot 
from a cannon and by spec- 
tacular high-wire, trapeze and 
other aerial acts. 

The fifth annual Shrine cir- 
cus in this region also will fea- 
ture dozens of other acts, in- 
‘cluding elephants, tigers, chim- 
panzees, monkeys and’ world 
famous clowns, 

The circus chairman, Ainad 
Chief Rabban Harold G. Baker 
Jr., describes the show as “the 
best which will apepar in an 
outside arena anywhere in the 
Midwest this year.” 

Locally, the circus is set for 
2 p.m. and 8 p.m. Tuesday, 
June 15, and Wednesday, June 
16, at the Tri-City Speedway, 
5100 Nameoki Road. 

Another parade is set for Fri- 
day night, June 18, in. Belle- 
ville; Richard Ervay of Gran- 
ite City is marshal of both the 
local and Belleville Shrine 
marches. 

The circus will be repeated 
at the Belle-Clair Fairgrounds, 
Belleville, June 19 at 2 and 8 
p.m., June 20 at 1, 4 and 8 p.m.

The circus ticket price is the 
same as last year — $2 for 
adults or $1 for children.

The money is raised 
through fund projects like 
the circus, plus wills and 
bequests, “Bonds for 
Braces,” dues, donations 
and other programs. 

Last year, Ainad Temple 
gave more than $35,000 for 
Shrine hospitals through the 
bond project, which it 
started and which is grow- 
ing in scope each year. 
Nineteen Shrine orthopedic 

hospitals and three burns cen- 
ters are operated by the An- 
cient Arabic Order of Nobles of 
the Mystic Shrine, whose inter- 
national headquarters care in 
Chicago. All have waiting lists, 
but room is found for all young 
patients requiring immediate 
care. 

Last year, Ainad sent 196 
youngsters to the St. Louis 
Shriners’ Hospital for Crippled 
Children. This year’s Ainad pa- 
tients are expected to top that 
total. Average cost per day is 


$33 and the average stay is 35 % 


days, 

There are 30 beds each at the 
burns institutes in Boston, Cin- 
cinnati and Galveston . 

Orthopedic hospital beds total 
100 in St. Louis; 80 in Philadel- 
phia; 60 each at Chicago, 
Greenville, S. C., Los Angeles, 
Montreal, Portland, Ore., and 
Shreveport, La.;.55 at Spring- 
field, Mass.; 50 each at Lexing- 
ton, Ky., and Mexico City; 50 
at San Francisco; 45 at Salt 
Lake City,’Ut.; 40 each at Hon- 
olulu, Hawaii, Minneapolis, 
Spokane, Wash., and Winnipeg, 
Canada; 30 at Erie, Pa.; and 25 
at Houston, Tex. 

The construction investment 
totals $47 million. In-patient 
hospitalizations number 8,000 
annually — 7,200 orthopedic and 
800 burns. In a typical year, 
there are 65,000 out-patient 
clinic visits. 

Children under 16 years of 
age are eligible,, regardless of 
race or religion, The work is 
100%, charitable; no paying pa- 
tients are accepted.

A patient may 
need as many as 50 pints 
of whole blood in the inten- 
sive care period due to loss 
through the open wound 
areas before skin can be 
grafted.” 

Although care and rehabilita- 
tion of fire victims receive the 
principal attention at the three 
burns centers, it is not the only 
way in which the public 
benefits. 

A new vaccine developed by 
the research division of the 
Shriners’ Burns Institutes has 
reduced burn mortality rate 
from an. expected 30%-35% to 
an actual rate of 11% to 16%. 

Researchers report that 
among those patients who re- 
ceive the vaccine within seven 
days of the date of injury, none 
have died as a result of pseu- 
domonas sepsis infection, which 
is the most common cause of 
death among hospitalized burn 
patients. 

Knowledge of the vaccine was 
made public by the Imperial 
Potentate ‘of the Shrine for 
North America, 

The occasion was the annual 
meeting of the Shrine’s corpora- 
tion, which spends $30 million 
a year operating the Shriners’ 
Hospitals for Crippled Children 
and the affiliated Burns Insti- 
tutes at Harvard, the University 
of Cincinnati and the, University 
of Texas medical schools, 

A limited amount of the vac- 
cine is available and preference 
is given to those children in 
Shrine hospitals and to burn 
cases among servicemen evac- 
uated from Vietnam, 

The fact that Shrine hospitals 
are maintained for those chil- 
dren whose families could not 
otherwise afford treatment 
won't result in any child’s be- 
ing denied the vaccine, how- 
ever, 

“When we talk about ma- 
jor burns,” a. spokesman 
said, “we're talking about a 
parent faced with a $10,000 
medical bill, because patient 
care costs are much higher 
in this class of injury than 
in others. So there are very 
few people who could not 
qualify financially.” 

The vaccine is an organic 
product developed by a re- 
search team at the Cincinnati 
Burn Institute. Dr, Bruce G. 
MacMillan is chief of staff at 
the institute, and surgeon J. 
Wesley Alexander was cited as 
most responsible for carrying 
out the development of the 


rug. 
MacMillan’s report to the 
trustees said the mortality rate. 
for patients admitted to the 
Cincinnati burn center since 
1964 has been 19%, 15%, 26%, 
28%, 119%, and 16%. The degree 
of injury during that period 
ranged from 309% to 34% total 
burn. 

While the institute has em- 
ployed several new treatnient 
procedures, the most significant 
has been the use of the vaccine. 

Other research going on 
at the Cincinnati Unit con- 
cerns investigation in cell 
biology immunology, micro- 
biology, hematology, 
free research and clinical 
research, 

All of these are directly or 
indirectly related to the 
problems of burn treatment 
or the post-burn restoration 
of normal body structures 
for both cosmetic and func- 
tional purposes. 

The Shriners have operated 
crippled children’s hospitals for 
50 years, and havé been re- 
sponsible for about 75% of or- 
thopedic progress during that 
time. = 

“This is because the people 
who want to study. orthopedia 
come to our hospitals where 
these patients are concentrat- 
ed,” the spokesman related. 

The Shriners into burn 
research and treatment in 1962: 
Doctors who study at the three 
burn institutes bring the tech- 
niques to hospitals everywhere. 

“The way you get your child 
into any Shriner hospital is. to 
contact any. Shriner in your 
community, and have your doc-

Illinois Power Co. has agreed 
to form a coal gasification 
group with six other Illinois util- 
ities to further coal gasification 
as an energy source. 

If approved by the Illinois 
Commerce Commission, the un- 
incorporated group will“re- 
search and investigate the-pos- 
sible development of economic- 
ally feasible coal gasification in 
IWinois.

The group will be organized 
and governed by an advisory 
board, which will include a rep- 
resentative from each partici- 
pating utility. 

It will try to determine the 
usefulness of coal gas produc- 
tion, compare the feasibility of 
various coal gasification proc-

Area high school sports teams 
have fared well in state compe- 
tition, 

The Belleville West High 
School golf team won the 1971 
Illinois state high school cham- 
pionship. This is Belleville 
West’s third golf championship 
in three years. 

The Alton High School track 
and field team tied for third 
place in the Illinois high school 
track and field meet. Lincoln 
of East St. Louis was eighth. 

Craig Virgin of the Leba- 
non High team finished sec- 
ond in the two-mile hace 
with a time of 8:57:3. This 
was reported to be the first 
time in the United States 
that = sophomore ran the 
two mile race in under nine 
minutes. 

Alton has lost two of its pri- 
vate schools. 

The 136- year-old Monticello 
College graduated its last class 
of women.* In the face of de- 
clining enrollment and rising 
costs, the Monticello campus 
was sold last year to the Lewis 
and Clark Community College 
for $4 million. 

‘A Monticello College Founda- 
tion has been formed to carry 
on the tradition of the promo- 
tion of female education. 

Declining enrollments and ris- 
ing costs also led to the closing 
of the Western Military Acad- 
emy in Alton, The school was 
founded on its present site in 
1879 and became a_ military 
school in 1888. Enrollment in 
the last year was 160 students, 
down from a maximum of 300 
students 10 years ago. 

The city of Collinsville has re- 
ceived over $4 million in fed- 
eral and state grants to help 
build its $8 million sewer proj- 
ect, 

The federal government has 
allotted the city an additional

Classroom-Office Building 
May Switch to Carbondale 


A Classroom-Office building 
and Health Education complex 
authorized for construction ‘at 
Southern Acres, near Carter- 
ville, may be shifted to the 
Carbondale Campus of South- 
ern Illinois University if a re- 
solution adopted by the Illinois 
Board of Higher Education is 
approved by the SIU Board of 
Trustees. 

If the shift is to be made, then 
a request for a new power plant 
for the SIU Southern Acres 
Campus will be withdrawn. 

These proposals are in line 
with Phase III of the Illinois 
Master Plan for Higher Educa- 
tion, requiring modification of 
plans for development of the Vo- 
cational-Technical Institute and 
integration of the Institute with 
the Carbondale Campus. 

The SIU Board has approved 
a contract of $2,727,784 for the 
previously authorized VTI 
Classroom-Office building, but 
the Illinois Building Authority 
rejected the bid approval pend- 
ing developments pertaining to 
the relocation. 

The two other buildings, the 
Allied Health Complex and the 
power plant, have been author- 
ized by. the General Assembly, 
and a Learning Resources Cen- 
ter and Library Building has 
been approved by the BHE as 
part of the capital budget re 
Eommendations The Class- 
room Office building has a total 
Illinois Building authorization 
of $2.5 million and a federal 
grant of $227,784. 

Location Affects Programs 

The BHE resolution, support- 
ed by campus authorities, said
